England yesterday, gave Lowell a good 
wetting down, causing considerable dam- 
age. 


The rainfall as recorded at the Locks 


<fc Canals office, -was G 1-3 inches, 
the 


largest fall for a long time. 


Business was killed Saturday night by 


the storm am! yesterday was the darkest 
and dreariest kind of a day. 


After six o'clock last evening there was 


hardly any one on the streets and although 
the church bells tolled to prayers, the at- 
tendance was much less than usual. 


There were many washouts reported 


and city employes hune about 40 lanterns. 
Th« catch basins were taxed to their ca- 
pacity and several overflowed. 
Cellars in 


the vicinity of Gorharu, between Winter 
and Appleton streets were flooded. 


The most serious damage was in Little 


Canada, where that approach to the Aiken 
street bridge, for a distance of 75 yards, 
sunk to a depth of several feet. 


The aewer on Durant street let water 


into several cellars and the catch basin 
at the corner of Market and Dutton streets 
overflowed. 


Water got into the basement of St. 


Michael's chuurch|where services were held 
•under the greatest difficulty. 
A portion 


of the temporary roof had been removed 
during the week in the building and the 
rain got in through the covering.

the races at' Worcester, Saturday, by the 
three 
months 
limitation membership 


clause of the N! T. A. C. 


Wefers, with his brother James, left 


yesterday for 'Georgetown college, where 
he will pursue his studies. 


There is trouble existing between the 


New York Athletic club and the New 
England Amateur Athletic association be- 
cause of a notification sent to Bernard J. 
Wefers and A. J. Remington stating that 
they were ineligible to compete at the 
New England amateur championships, 
which were held at Worcester Saturday. 


The letter was signed 
by John C. 


Guilick, tha secretary of the New York 
Athletic cln.bi.'wliu.sfated. that a clause in 
the A: A. TJ.-eoristltution'Teafl that under 
no condition conld a man compete for a 
club and then run under the colors of an- 
other, until three .months had elapsed. 


When the New York club and the Lon- 


don Athletic club agreed to struggle for 
supremacy, the former went about the 
country seeking amateur athletes who 
were qualified to ruaka a showing against 
England. Among the men who were pre- 
vailed upon to compete were the men who 
were Instructed by the N. Y. A. C. not to 
compete at the championships. 


When the officers of the association be- 


came acquainted with-the action of the 
New York Athletic club they were in- 
dignant, as when Wefers and the other 
representatives went on to New York to 
compete 
at the 
international 
games 


they were 
loaned to them with the 


decided understanding that they would 
be released immediately after the games. 


The prevailing opinion among the New 


England amateur athletes is that New 
York wants the earth, at any rate pertain- 
ing to sports. Last year when Burke com- 
peted at the American championships his 
expenses were paid by the B. A. A., and 
John Graham went over as a trainer. 
He 


entered the games, as he most certainly 
was a member of the B. A. A., but when 
the program came out the N. Y. A. G., 
received the credit of his entry. 


Wefers says that when he entered at the 


American championships 
he distinctly 


told the managers of the club to enter him 
from Pelham Manor, and they told him it 
would make no difference where he en- 
tered from. 


In-taking the steps it has the New York 


Athletic club has made a magnificent fiz- 
zle, 
and its announcements are laughable, 


inasmuch as the very clause it so plainly 
laid down to Wefers and Kemington 
brings the two men back to tho clubs they 
wished to represent Saturday. 


On the morning of July 4 Wefers com- 


peted at Newton and won the 100 yard 
dash, and in the afternoon he went to 
Worcester and won the 120-yard run. This 
is not three .months ago, and the New 
York club's position amounts to naught. 


A meeting of the N. E. A. A. A. will be 


held Occ. 25, and it will undoubtedly bo 
one.of the most lively ever held.

GREATEST OF THJB SEASON. 


An Extraordinary Bainfall Accompanied 


by High Winds. 


BOSTON, Oct. 14. — The storm which 
truck Boston shortly after 1 o'clock Sat- 
urday, developing unexpected severity, 
seems to have been confined almost en- 
tirely to the New England coast north of 
Cape Cod. Boston,, however, received the 
wor?t drenching, although 
it 
rained 


heavily nil along the coast between this 
city and Portland. 


When the storm began there were no 


indications that it would be anything 
more;than :au ordinary rainfall, but by 
midnight the wind, which had. been blow- 
ing with increasing force from the south- 
east, backed to the northeast, and at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning jhad reached a 
rnaidmum velocity of 40 miles an hour, 
and was stationary Eouth of Long Island. 


Up to S o'clock last night 5.22 inches of 


rain had fallen since Saturday noon in 
thia city, which is more than the total 
rainfall since July 1. 


In 12 hours, from 8 o'clock yesterday 


morning till 8 o'clock last night, 3.23 
inches fell, which is very near the record. 


The rainfall at Block "island and Nan- 


tucket, where it is usually twice as heavy 
as at any other point, has been "very light, 
neither has it rained very hard along the 
Maine coast, although there has -been a 
he»vy northeast gale along shore for tho 
past 2i hours.

XHE BIGHTS OF OUR 
CONSUL 


GENERAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—The excited dis- 


patches from Madrid are now explained by 
facts revealed here. 


What this government has done has been 


to formally notify the Spanish -government 
that action recently taken by it in Habana 
is in violation of the treaty rights of this 
country, and that forany danger to Ameri- 
can citizens and American dignity arising 
therefrom Spain will bo held responsible. 


Tho 
circumstances are us follows: 


Since Consul General Williams compelled 
Captain General Callcgja, whilo governor 
general of Cuba, to recognize the treaty of 
1877 in tho case of Julio Saugully, and by 
so doing prevented tho trial of the latter 
by a military court in Habaua lost Feb- 
ruary, the Spanish government has been 
restivo over uhc question of Mr. Williams' 
diplomatic authority. 


Senor Canovas, the Spanish prime minis- 


ter, after tho subject was fully considered ac 
ameeting of the Spanish ministry, at which 
ho presided in person, decided to doprivo 
Mr. Williams of all diplomatic authority 
and confine him striccly to the purely com- 
mercial or consular privileges ot his oflico. 
It is known that General Campos sent for 
Mr. Williams recently and communicated 
to him thac instruction from Spain. 


Plainly Put. 


Secretary Oluey straightway prepared 


a state paper in which he disagreed with 
tho conclusion of tho Spanish minister. 
As tho treaty with the United States 
grants the American consuls all the rights 
and privileges of consuls of "the most 
favored nation," Secretary Oluey Informed 
Senor Canovas that the United States de- 
mands that his government; concede tho 
Btimo privileges aud functions to tho 
United States consul geuepal ao Hnbaua 
that are givcu to other consul generals 
in Cuba. 


Tho language of Secretary 'Olney's dis- 


patch is said to bo peremptory. 
Should 


any American be arrested at Habana aud 
subjected to court-martial, or should any 
case arise that calls for prompt action by 
the consul general, the refusal of tho local 
government to recognize him might lead 
to disastrous results.

Tho Textile Manu- 
facturera' Journal assorts that the prom- 
ises of "diversified" -production under 
free wool remain unrealized. As a pro- 
fessed organ of the woolen trade it oan 
perceive "no tangible confirmation of 
these claims in the actual experience of 
tho past few mouths." What, then, is 
the meaning of the vast increase iu the 
importations of tho finest fleeces in the 
world's inarkets and. of the correspond- 
ing decline iu tho imports of ooarso and 
cheap wool? Do not these facts demon- 
strate tho promptness and decision with 
which American manufacturers of wool- 
ens havo seized their opportunity to en- 
ter tho world's markets and select the 
best varieties of wool iitorder to diver- 
sify and improve their production? It is 
not necessary to trace the fleeces of Aus- 
tralia and Argentina from the custom 
house to tho mills where they have been 
converted into fine clothing, rivaling in 
quality the best products of European 
looms. In regard to this industrial revo- 
lution, Tho Record confidently appeals 
from the organ of the woolen manu- 
facturers to tl-i manufacturers thpm- 
h-elves, who kriuw whether or not they 
havo used the great varieties and in- 
creased quantities) of imported wool for 
diversifying and enlarging production. 


Japanese works fer 12^ cents a clay. 
Two American wiitohmnkers mate a 
watch in n day. Two Japanese can make 
tbo SUEIO kind o£ a' watch in the same 
length of time.

The 
Japanese can sell a watch for one-half 
what it costs to manufacture the article 
hero and still make 60 per cent profit. 
Jnpaa and China ore both awaking to 
tho fact that with their cheap labor they 
can do the manufacturing for tho world. 
Japanese watches have not yet come in- 
to competition with American watches, 
for tho reason that tho factory at Osaka 
cannot keep up with its orders in tho far 
east. Over 400 Japanese are employed' 
in the factory, and they will bo kept 
busy for months to come supplying the 
demand for watches both in Japan and 
China. Every Japanese who can afford 
it wants a \yatch, and every Chinese who 
cun afford it wants two. 


"I hold this to be tho most important 


question our representatives in congress 
will have to consider. Manufactories of 
all kinds are (springing up in Japan and 
China, backed by both foreign and local 
capital, and within a very few years onr 
industries will feel their vigorous com- 
petition."—Snn Francisco Chronicle.

What tho king said 
was law, just us we find in .the Uuited 
States of .America that what a United 
States jndge says is law. Darius, tho 
Persian despot, could imprison at will. 
The fame is true of Woods, tho despot. 
There is absolutely co difference. Do I 
himr an exception? Allow mo to support 
my indictment by authority that pusses 
current throughout tho republic. Only 
a few days ago tho venerable Jndge 
Trumbnll, ono of the most eminent

It is not n wail of despondency nor 


de.spnir. 
The cause for which I have 


been deprived of my liberty was just, 
and I inn thrice armed against all my 
enemies. To boar punishment for one's 
honest convictions is a glorious privilege 
and requires no high order of courage. 


KG judicial tyrunt comes to my pris- 


on to inquire as to my health-or my 
hopes, but one sovereign does coma by 
night and by day with words of cheer. 
It is tho sovereign people—tho un- 
crowned out sccptered rulers o! the 
realm. --ITo day of my imprisonment has 
passed that tho bars and bolts and doors 
of the Woodstock jail havo not beeu 
bombarded by messages breathing devo- 
tion to the causa of liberty and justice, 
and as I rend and ponder these mes- 
ragcs, nud as I grasp the hands of 
friends nnd catch the gleam of wrath in 
thoir defiant eyes and listen to their 
words of heroic courage, I find it no 
task to see tho wrath of the sovereign 


aroused and all opposition to the 


iiiphaut march of labor consigned to 


oblivion, and as an earnest of this from 
every quarter conio announcements thai 


jurists and statesmen Amerioo has ever ( !he American Railway union^is growing 
produced, wrote these burning words: 
"The doctrine announced by the court 
in tho Debs case, carried to its logical 
conclusion, places every citizen at tho 
Bicrcy of any prejudiced or mnlioious 
judge who laay think proper to imprisou 
him." 


This states the case of the officers of 


the American Bailway union in ;i nut- 
shell. They violated 110 law, they com- 
mitted no crime, they have not been 
charged nor indicted nor tried, and yet 
they have been arbitrarily sentenced nnd 
thrust in jail, uncl what has happened 
to rlieru will happen to others who dare 
prcrest against each inhumanity as tho 
monster Pullman practiced upon his 
employees and their families. 


.More than ~',oOO years have passed to 


juiii tho unnumbered centuries since 
Darius lived nnd reigned, and now in 
the United States we have about four- 
score Darius despots, each one of whom 
may at his will, whim or pleasure im- 
prison an American citizen—and this 
gri m truth is up for discussion on Labor 
day. 


It will be remembered that during 


tlu< roii.ii of Diirins there was a gentle- 
man cf tho name of Daniel whom the 
king delighted to honor. Tho only fault 
that could be found with Daniel was 
that ho would not worship the Persian 
gods, but would, three times adny, goto 
his window, looking toward Jerusalem, 
und pray. Thi.-i was his crime. It was 
enough. Tho Persians hud :i religion of 
their own. They had their gods of gold, 
brass, clay, stone, wood, anything from 
a mouse to a mountain, and they would 
not tolerate any other god. They had, iu 
modern parlance, an established' church, 
and RS Daniel, like Christ, would not 
conform to the Persian religion tho 
presidents of the kingdom, the govern- 
ors and the princes, tho counselors and 
the captains, or, as in these latter days, 
tho corporations, the trusts, tho syndi- 
cates and the combines, concluded to get 
rid of Daniel, and they persuaded Darius 
to issue ah injunction that no man should 
"ask a petition of any god or man for ' 
30 days save of thee, O king," and the 
king, a la Woods, issued the decree. But 
Daniel, who was made of resisting stulT, 
disregarded ' the injunction nnd still 
prayed as before to his God. Daniel was 
a hero. In the c'lesert of despotism he

Legislators and judges find other pnblic 
officers will not be controlled, as many 
of them now are, by the money power. 
There is to come a day, a, Labor day, 
when from tho center to tho circumfer- 
ence of our mighty republic, from 
blooming groves of orange to waving, 
fields of grain, from the pine lands of 
Maine to the Pacific coast, the people 
shall be free, and. it will come by the 
unified voice and vote of tho farmer, the 
mechanic and tho laborer in every de- 
partment of the country's industries. 


I notice in your letter that you say, 


"Wo have been unable to get a repre- 
sentative labor speaker for onr Labor 
day celebration," aud hero lot me say 
that on Labor day all men who wear 
the badge of labor are -"representative 
speakers," not "orators," perhaps, as 
the term is accepted to mean, and yefc 
orators in fact, from whoso lips fall 
"thoughts that breathe and words that 
burn." Coming warm from tho heart, 
they reach tho heart and fan the zeal in 
a great cause into a flame that sweeps 
along like a prairie fire. It has been the 
good fortune of labor to produce from 
its ranks men who, though unlearned 
in tho arts of oratory, were yet orators 
of tho highest order, if effect instead of 
fluency is considered. It is the occasion 
that makes the orator, as it is the battle 
that makes tho veteran. Mark Antony 
said, "I am no orator, liko Brutus," 
but when he showed Caesar's mantle to 
the populace of Rome and pointed out 
where tho conspirators'- daggers had 
Ktnbbod Crcsar tho oratory of Brutus 
paled before his burning words. And

London has the reputatio 
of being tho most stringent in its Sabbat 
observance of any city in Europe, but.i 
London the saloons are open during th 
afternoon and evening. 


"Heretofore, in all attempts to regulal 


the liquor traffic on Sunday, our uo'ii 
munity, in common with other commu'n 
ties, has been content with a partial en 
forcernent of Suuday closing. Closing the 
saloons during the morning, they have 
been left open nnder proper restrictions 
during tho latter portion of the day. This 
has been tho course practically pursued in 
New York through all'the time which I 
can recall, whatever may have been tho 
laws upon the statute books. This pri1- 
sents a possibility of enforcement perman- 
ently, and to that extent lessens the evil 
of intemperance and pays due regard to 
Sunday. . 


Total Suppression Impossible. 


"All sane attempts to regulate the 


liquor traffic on Sunday in great towlls 
and cities seek to distinguish between the 
drinks which arc offered, prohibiting tlie 
sale of ardent spirits and allowing the salb 
o: beers and light wines. 
The present 


laws in New York make no such distinc- 
tion. Such a total suppression through 
the whole Sunday, is not now achieved, 
even on Mr. Roosevelt's . own testimony. 
He claims that.90 per cent of the saloons 
are closed. 
Those who live in regions 


principally occupied by saloons would 
allow a much less percentage than this. 


"The law cannot be enforced beyond the 


point where the conscience and the will of 
a community are behind it. Law is not 
tho driving wheel of reform, It Is the 
ratchet wheel. : It holds the gains made 
by the public sense of the community. 


"The temperance aspect of the question 


is, in reality, nothing less than the "ojd 
prohibition doctrine applied to one day 
out ot the seven. Prohibition on one day 
out of seven, will share, the .fate of.prohibi- 
tion through the seven days. 


"The law will break down in the future 


as it has broken down in the post. 
Pri- 


vate clubs will take the place of the sa- 
loons. 
The . side doors will be opened 


when the front doors are closed. All man- 
ner of shifts to evade the law will obtain. 
The result will be morally worse than 
from tho attempts .to enforce;a practical 
resistance ol the Sunday traffic. 


"We should have the old demoraliza- 


tion of the comnmntity through the fail- 
Tire to enforce the laws upon the statute 
books; wo shall have worse liquors sold 
under worse conditions, resulting in worse 
drunkenness."

The average wages 
paid to an employee in the watch fac- 
tories of America is $1.50 per day. A 
Japanese works for 12$4 cents a day. 
Tw.ti American watchmakers make a 
watch in a day. Two Japanese can make 
the same kind of a watch in the samo 
length of time. All the work is douo by 
machinery, and tho product of tbe Jap- 
anese factory is on a par with the same 
class of watoh turned out of an Ameri- 
can factory. It will thus be readily seen 
the Japanese are in, a position to close 
up every watch factory in tho United 
States if they aro given tho chance. The 
Japanese can soil a watch for one-half 
what it costs to manufacture tho article 
liero and still make 50 per cent profit.

What, then, is 
the meaning of tho vast increase in the 
importations of tho finest lieeces in the 
world's markets and of tho correspond- 
ing decline in tho imports of coarse find 
chenp wool? Do not thfiso facts demon- 
strate tho promptness and decision with 
which American manufacturers of wool- 
ens have seized their opportunity to en- 
ter tho world's markets and select the 
best varieties of wool iu order to diver- 
sify and improve their production? It is 
not necessary to trace the fleeces of Aus- 
tralia and Argentina from the custom 
house to the mills where they have been 
converted into fine clothing, rivaling in 
quality tho best products of 'European 
looms. In regard to this industrial revo- 
lution, Tho Beeord confidently appeals 
from the organ of the woolen manu- 
facturers to tl-i innnufacturnrs them- 
selves, who know whether or not they 
have need tho grent varieties and in- 
creased quantities of imported wool for 
diversifying and enlarging production. 


In presence of the bcceliceut change 


brought by the geuine of commercial 
freedom tho woolen manufacturers of 
the United States are threatened in Re- 
publican party convention with a res- 
toration of the McKiuley duties on 
wool. If tho .Republicans return to pow- 
er, they are to bo shut out of the markets 
for tho best varieties of foreign wool onco 
more by prohibitory duties and driven 
back to tho coarse wool whence they 
may be able to sort a, small quantity to 
mix with tho domestic product in mak- 
ing clothing.

TO OPEN SALOONS 


Rev. Heber Newton Objects 


to Sunday Closing. 


PROHIBITION ON ONE DAY ONLY 


NOT FEASIBLE 


And Will Share the Pate of Total 


Prohibition. 


YORK, Ocfr. 14.—Rev. Dr. Heber 


Newton advocated open saloons on Sun- 
day, and declared that a complete closing 
was an impossibility, in his sermon at All 
Souls' church] yesterday. 
Dr. Newton's 


subject was, "The Sunday Saloon." After 
relating tho work of the present police 
commissioners, he went on to say: 


"ifr. Roosevelt has sot the standard V 


which we must hold all his successors. 
But the question as to what tho law 
should be is wholly another matter. The 
first step is that tho whole question should 
be submitted to the people of the city to 
determine. Wo con never educate a true 
public sense on this question, except as 
responsibility ia laid upon us. 


BET. HEBEH JTEWTCW. 


"Local option means far more than tho 


right of a city to settle its own excise sys- 
tem; it means that civic freedom with 
which comes the education of, a civic con- 
science. 


"The Christian Endeavor council which 


has just closed in Brooklyn 'called for the 
permanency of the existing laws. Chris- 
tian churches in council assembled echo 
this demand, and refuse to consider tho 
question of modifying these laws. It 
seems to me that such a course is a serious 
mistake. 


"Such a total closing of saloons through 


a whole Sunday has never been perma- 
nently achieved in any large city of western 
Christendom. London has tho reputation 
of being the most stringent in its Sabbath 
observance of any city in Europe, but in 
London the saloons are open during tho 
afternoon and evening. 


"Heretofore, in all attempts to regulate 


the liquor traffic on Sunday, our com- 
muuity, in common with other communi- 
ties, has been content with a partial en- 
forcement of Sunday closing. Closing tho 
saloons during the morning, they havo 
been left open under proper restrictions 
during tht; latter portion of the day. This 
has been the course practically pursued in 
New York through, all the time which I 
can recall, whatever may have been tho 
laws upon the statute books. This pre- 
eents a possibility of enforcement perman- 
ently, and to thac extent lessens the evil 
of intemperance and pays due regard to 
Sunday. 


Total Suppression Impossible. 


"All sane attempts to regulate tho 


liquor traffic on Sunday in great towns 
and cities seek to distinguish between tho 
drinks which are offered, prohibiting the 
sale of ardent spirits and allowing tho sale 
or beers and light wines. 
The present 


laws in Now York make no such distinc^ 
tion. Such a total suppression through 
the whole Sunday is not now achieved', 
even on Mr, Roosevelt's own testimony. 
He claims that 90 par cent of tho saloons 
ore closed. 
Those vrho live in regions 


principally occupied by saloons would 
allow a much less percentage than this. 


"The law cannot be enforced beyond the 


point where the conscience and the will of 
ti community are behind it. Law is ".not 
the driving wheel of reform, it is the 
ratchet wheel. It holds the gains made 
by the public sense of the community. 


"The temperance aspect of the question 


IB, in reality, nothing less than'the old 
prohibition doctrine applied to one day 
out of the seven. Prohibition on one day 
out of seven will share tho fate of prohibi- 
tion through the seven days. 


"Tho law will break down in the future 


as it has broken down in the past. 
Pri- 


vate clubs will take the place of the sa- 
loons. 
The side doors will be opened 


when the front doors are closed. All man- 
ner of shifts to evade the law will obtain. 
The result will be morally worse than 
from the attempts to enforce a practical 
resistance of, the Sunday traffic. 


'•Wo should have the old demoraliza- 


tion of the communtity through the fail- 
ure to enforce the laws upon the statute 
books; we shall have worse liquors sold 
under worse conditions, resulting in worse 
drunkenness.^

Retired Army OfB'^r Verifies One of 


Sackvillo s Statements. 


WASHINGTON, O •:. 14.—That portion of, 


Lord Sackville-'WWs pamphlet in which 
ho asserted that Lord Granville, at the 
time of the Irish executions in 1883, had, 
upon the representations of Lord Spencer, 
cabled Secretary of State Frelinghuysen 
that he believed Lord Sackvillc-West's lire 
wa> in danger, owing to the heated Irish 
agitation in this country at that time, and 
that as a result Lord Lionel was taken on 
a 10 days' cruise by General Sherman, has 
been confirmed from un unexpected quar- 
ter. 


When the publication was first made it 


was received with incredulity here, as no 
one in the war or navy departments could 
be found who wouldconflrm it. On Satur- 
day J. B. Davis, who was for a time assist- 
ant secretary of state under Secretary 
Prclinghuysen, but who had retired before 
this incident occurred, received the follow- 
ing letter from Brevet Brigadier General 
John C. Tibball (retired) of the United 
States, detailing circumstances heretofore 
not made public:

desire to vote, and wo accordingly advise 
women to abstain fwim -voting on tho 
question of municipal suffrage for women 
at tho state election, but to urge choir 
fathers, husbands and brothers to vote 'No' 
at that time.
